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Mr. Haypen, from the Committee on Rules and Administration, 
submitted the following 


REPORT 


[To accompany S. Con. Res. 64] 


The Committee on Rules and Administration, to whom was referred 
the concurrent resolution (S. Con. Res. 64) authorizing certain expend- 
itures by the Joint Committee on the Navajo-Hopi Indian Adminis- 
tration, having considered the same, report favorably thereon, with 
an amendment, and recommend that it be agreed to, as amended, by 
the Senate. 

This concurrent resolution authorizes the Joint Committee on 
Navajo-Hopi Indian Administration to expend not in excess of 
$25,000, one-half from the contingent fund of the Senate and one- 
half from the contingent fund of the House of Representatives, for 
the purpose of paying the expenses of the committee under section 10 
of the act entitled ‘‘An act to promote the rehabilitation of the 
Navajo and Hopi Tribes of Indians.and a better utilization of the 
resources of the Navajo and Hopi Indian Reservation, and for other 
purposes”, approved April 19, 1950. 

The Rules and Administration Committee decided to amend this 
resolution, in conformity with its general practice, so that funds 
provided under it will end on January 31, 1953, unless extended by 
further action of Congress. 

The Navajo-Hopi Joint Committee serves as the watchdog com- 
mittee for expenditures of $88,570,000 authorized for the rehabilitation 
of Navajo and Hopi Indians pursuant to the above-mentioned act of 
April 19, 1950. Such sum is authorized to be appropriated under the 
following subsections: 

(1) Soil and water conservation and range improvement work, $10,000,000. 

(2) Completion and extension of existing irrigation projects, and completion 


of the investigation to determine the feasibility of the proposed San Juan 
Shiprock irrigation project, $9,000,000. 
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(3) Survevs and studies of timber, coal, mineral, and other physical and human 
resources, $500,000. 

(4) Developme.t of industrial and business enterprises, $1,000,000. 

(5) Development of opportunities for off-reservation employment and resettle- 
ment and assistance in adjustments related thereto, $3,500,000. 

(6) Relocation and resettlement of Navajo and Hopi Indians (Colorado River 
Indian Reservation), $5,750,000. 

(7) Roads and trails, $20,000,000. 

(8) Telephone and radio communicetion systems, $250,000. 

(9) Ageney, institutional, and domestic water supply, $2,500,000. 

(10) Establishment of a revolving loan fund, $5,000,000. 

(11) Hospital buildings and equipment, and other health conservation measures, 
$4,750,000. 

(12) School buildings and equipment, and other educational measures, 
$25,000,000. 

(13) Housing and necessary facilities and equipment, $820,000. 

(14) Common service facilities, $500,000. 

Funds so appropriated include also the administration and all other 
objects necessary for the Navajo-Hopi Tribal Act. They are in addi- 
tion to funds made available each fiscal vear for use on the Navajo 
and Hopi Reservations, but the program which is to be administered 
here will. be done also under existing laws relating to the Indian. 

The Joint Committee on the Navajo-Hopi Indian Administration 
has not, until now, undertaken investigations and other staff work 
necessary and requisite upon it by terms of section 10 of the foregoing 
act. This concurrent resolution, therefore, will provide it with the 
funds to carry out its necessary duties. 

The chairman of the Joint Committee on the Navajo-Hopi Indian 
Administration presented the following proposed budget which was 
approved by your committee:
